For there ft a n ml 
prospect teat n ext year livin g costs 
win turn d own somewhat an d log­ 
ically this should then lead to a 
red uction In wages. 
The theory that wages muit go 
up when the cost of Uvtn g rises 
mean s that wage« must come d own 
when tee curve goes tec other way. 
But an y un ion lead M' who ocmeed ed 
that truism would fin d hin isalf out 
ol office to hft un km. 
Yet this Min si probhun wlIJ have 
to bt fa<ftd by man y a labor lead ar 
because soon er or later to man y 
busin eases (here wiU be n o econ Mn ft 
justlfiaitloD for oon tin ued toereases 
In wages. Durin g ths war d Mpite 
tes wage-staPlisstton policy, an d 
sln oa the emr labor Isad wrs have 
ed ucated their memben to believe 
that (Mich year th e» must be a 
tan gible in crease in waits.

Cause o t Vn tNilattced Ecan on iy 


On e of the chief reason * for the 
presen t un belan ced econ omy ft the 
fact that busin » s men can n ot look 
ahead an d plan on an y atabiUsed 
costs. 
Hen ce they can n ot make 
plan s for red uction of prices, be­ 
cause they d o n ot kn ow what their 
labor costs will be to an y given 
period beycmd on e year. Their costa 
of materials are subject to con stan t 
chan ge. 
The best way to achieve a d ls- 
trilHJtlon of purchasin g power to 
Amercia would be through a red uc­ 
tion to the pice Isvel without 
chan gin g mon ey wages. If mon ey 
will buy moee n ext year than it d oes 
this year tee workd s of tee coun try 
will be gettin g the equivalen t of a 
wage in crease. If their labor lead ­ 
ers are wfte, they will be con ten t 
to let tee wage scales rest awhile 
un til bustoexs can ad just Itself to 
n ew price levels an d an in creasgd 
output per man . 
There are some sign s that labor 
lead ers here an d th e» reexftrn fte the 
Importan ce <rf in creasin g 
output 
per man This in Itself would brin g 
greater efficien cy an d perhaps per­ 
mit ad justmen ts d own ward to tee 
price level 


Lead ers Afraid Of Followe» 


Un fortun ately, 
however, 
labor 
lead ers are in too man y cases afraid 
of their followers. Un less they ask 
fo r in creases in wages, they are ap­ 
prehen sive lest some rival can d id ate 
makes that hft platform an d turn s 
tee in cumben t officers out of power. 
W hc» the officers have good 
con trol of tee situation , on the other 
han d , an d where they see teat tee 
wage In crease cycle has about run 
its course, there will be a ten d tiwy 
to urge the establishmen t of wel­ 
fare fun d *. Fresuroably tees# tm- 
provsmen ts will in crease the em­ 
ployer’s 
expen ses

And Standards He 


Failed To Follow

Labor Needs To Examine Whole 


Economic Picture, Map New Strategy

WASHINGTON, 
Oct. 
8. — The 
strategy of labor union leader# In 
arguing that wage increase* must 
be made because of the rte* ta th* 
cost of living may turn out to be 
short-sigil ted. For there to a real 
prospect that next year living costs 
will turn down somewhat and log­ 
ically this should then lead to a 
reduction in wage*. 
The theory that wage* must go 
up when the cost of living rises 
means that wage* must come down 
when the curve goes the other way 
But any union leader who conceded 
that truism would find himself out 
of office ta his union. 
Yet this sam# problem will have 
to be faced by many a labor leader 
because sooner or later ta many 
bu»in«*#e« there win be no economic 
justification for continued increases 
ta wages. During the war despite 
the wage-stabtllsation policy, and 
since the war labor leaders have 
educated their member* to believe 
that each year there must be a 
tangible tacreaae in wages. 
This 
ha# been one of th# main reason* 
why contract* have been limited hi 
numerous cases to one year. There 
have been ta some instances pro­ 
vision* for reopening wage acates 
on thirty days’ notice. 


Cause of Unbalanced Economy 


One of the chief reasons for the 
present unbalanced economy to the 
fact that business men cannot look 
ahead and plan on any stabilised 
cost? 
Hence they 
cannot make 
plan# tor reduction of prices, be­ 
cause they do not know what their 
labor coot# will be ta any given 
period beyond one year, Their costs 
of material# are subject to constant 
Change. 
The teat way to achieve a dis­ 
tribution of purchasing power to 
Amercla would be through a reduc­ 
tion ta the price 
level without 
changing money wage* 
If money 
will buy more next year than it doe# 
this year the workers of the country 
Will be getting the equivalent of a 
wage increase. If theta labor lead­ 
ers are wise, they will be content 
to let the wage scale* rest awhile 
until business can adjust Itself to 
new price levels and an increased 
output per t»an 
There are some sign* that labor 
tenders here and there reoognlae th* 
Importance of increasing 
output 
per man This in itself would bring 
greater efficiency and perhaps per­ 
mit adjustment* downward ta th* 
pries level 


Leader* Afraid Of Follow em
